The Irish Situation. 


There can be few precedents in 
history for the establishment by consent 
of a new form of government for which 
not a single one of the consenting parties 
will take the smallest, responsibility. The 
Nationalist Party is prepared to accept 
Mr. Lloyd George’s scheme, but refuses 
to take any responsibility for it. Yester- 
day the Ulster Unionist Council decided 
to accept the scheme. It has secured 
the consent of the Unionists of Cavan, 
Monaghan, and Donegal to the ex- 
clusion of the other six counties of 
Ulster. The three counties make the 
sacrifice with heavy hearts, and they put 
all the responsibility for the unknown re- 
sults on the six counties which have re- 
solved to accept the sacrifice. The six 
counties, in their turn, refuse to accept 
any responsibility. They retain their 
“ynabated abhorrence’ of Home Rule, 
which they still regard as being dangerous 
to the security of the Empire. They 
have been assured, however, that the 
Empire is now threatened by an even 
greater danger, which only their accept- 
ance of Mr. Lloyd George s scheme can 
avert. Surely the time has come when

This 
is not the only unsatisfactory aspect 
of the situation. It is astonishing that con- 
fusion should exist at the present hour on 
an essential feature of Mr. Lloyd 
George’s scheme. Nevertheless, the nature 
of the exclusion which the Government 
is offering to Ulster is still in doubt. The 
exclusion which the Ulster Unionist Coun- 
cil accepted yesterday was ' definite’”’— 
that is to say, permanent—exclusion. We 
all know perfectly well that Unionist 
Ulster will not accept temporary exclu- 
sion. We know perfectly well that tem- 
porary exclusion would not secure one of 
the Government s chief purposes in this 
attempted settlement—namely, the imme 
diate disarmament of all Ireland. Yet 
Mr. Redmond has assured his party that 
the exclusion of the six counties is to be 
merely temporary, and that, at the end of 
the war, the question of their submission 
to the authority of a Home Rule Govern- 
ment will be considered by an Imperial 
Conference. The country cannot afford 
to be in doubt for a moment on this most 
important point. It must be settled defi- 
nitely before Sir Edward Carson completes 
his arrangements and before Mr. Redmond 
invites the Nationalists of Ulster and the 
south to accept Mr. Lloyd George's 
scheme. 

Let us summarise the case against the 
Government's proposals. In the first 
place, they will provide, if Mr.- Redmond 
speaks the truth, only a temporary settle- 
ment. In the next place, the majority of 
Irish Nationalists and all southern Union- 
ists dislike this settlement both as it 
affects themselves and as it affects Unionist 
Ulster. Unionist Ulster has no enthu- 
siasm forthe exclusion of the six counties, 
and has an “unabated abhorrence” of Mr. 
Lloyd George’s proposals for the rest of 
Ireland. In the third place, the scheme 
is likely to fail in its chief objects, which 
are to propitiate American and Colonial 
opinion, and to keep Ireland quiet for 
the duration of the war. It will not keep 
Ireland quiet. On the contrary, it will 
be, in the preliminary stages of discussion, 
a fruitful source of friction and misunder- 
standing,; and, in the actual process of 
settlement, it is likely to revive all the 
political passions that were damped down 
by the outbreak of war. Loyal Irishmen 
distrust these proposals. Disloyal Irish- 
men, while they refuse to accept them, 
{ regard them as a tribute to the efficacy of 
the recent rebellion. In a word, there is 
grave reason to suppose that Mr, Lloyd 
George is offering not peace, but a sword, 
to Ireland. If his settlement is to be only 
temporary, the last argument that could be 
pleaded in its favour has disappeared, A 
permanent settlement, though bad and 
unpopular, might re-establish by its very 
atmosphere of continuity some sort of 
order and security in Ireland. A tem- 
porary settlement, if it be bad and un- 
popular, must increase vastly the diffi- 
culties of a permanent settlement. We 
credit Mr. Lloyd George with a genuine 
desire to help Ireland and to remove all 
obstacles from the path of victory. We, 
and, as we believe, all Irish Unionists, 
will lend him all our powers to secure a 
permanent settlement at the end of the 
war. A temporary settlement is, of 
course, desirable, but it ought to be 
simple, direct, and capable of im- 
mediate operation. We believe that Mr. 
Lloyd George will show true courage and 
statesmanship if he decides to abandon his 
present scheme before it works any further 
mischief, and-to set up, for the duration 
of the war, some simple machinery of 
government which, with a strong man at 
its head, will secure peace, order, and the 
proper administration of law throughout 
the whole of Ireland. Such a course 
would involve no misgivings, injustice, 
heart-burnings, or sacrifices of principle, 
and would lighten, instead of aggravating, 
the task of an Imperial Conference after 
the declaration of peace.

The Italian Government. 


Signor Salandra, the Italian Premier, 
announced yesterday that he had placed 
in the Kings hands the resignation of 
his Government, which on Saturday had 
been defeated in the Chamber by 197 votes 
to 158 on a direct vote of confidence. The 
occasion of its fall has been the reverse 
which the Italian Army suffered before 
the Austrian offensive in the Trentino. 
The Salandra Cabinet was in office 
at the time when Italy decided to 
join the Allies, and has continued 
in affice, without reconstruction, ever 
since. Throughout its tenure it has 
lacked, on political as distinct from war 
questions, the support of a Parliamentary 
majority. Like preceding Ministries, it 
held office when Italy entered the war only 
on sufferance of the Deputies who owned 
allegiance in one way or another to the 
country's political “dictator,” Signor 
Giolitti. The discredit into which Signor 
Giolitti fell with the Italian people in 
consequence of his intrigues to maintain 
Italian neutrality enabled the Salandra 
Cabinet to dispense with the support of a 
regular Parliamentary majority in declar- 
ing war. ‘It resisted, however, the pro- 
posal that the Ministry, like that of other 
Allied countries, should be reconstructed 
on national lines, and insisted upon keep- 
ing political control exclusively in its own 
hands. Meanwhile it has held itself aloof 
from public and Parliamentary opinion to 
a very much greater extent than national 
submitted to

Even before this influence has 
begun to mature to any appreciable extent 
the Italian Army has already held the 
enemy’s advance, developed its counter- 
offensive, and is now steadily, though 
slowly, regaining the lost ground. 


An Appeal to Women. 


The task which the War Savings Com- 
mittee has set itself is an unpopular one 
at the best, for the man who preaches 
economy is usually deemed a bore and a 
nuisance. The Committee, however, seems 
to have courage, for hardly a week goes 
by without the issue of one of its ig, OR 
jogging the public to some new effort at 
economy or to greater earnestness in efforts 
already begun. It shows especial courage, 
however, in this week’s appeal, for it 
ventures to address the women of the 
country on the subject of clothes. One 
must admire the sweet reasonableness of 
its handling óf the subject. Women are 
not lectured, and the appeal is not in 
terms too general to be appreciated. The 
help that restraint in the use of dress 
materials and in the demand on labour 
resources for the making-up of materials 
will give in the endeavour to concentrate 
national effort on essential tasks is ex- 
plained, almost with gentleness, and it is 
left to the honour of patriotic women to 
give that help. According to all that men 
believe of women, it is a stern test of 
patriotism that the Committee imposes on 
them. The June sunshine must be enticing 
all who can afford new and pretty dresses 
to spend money on a summer outfit. 
Successful resistance to the temptation will 
imply a strong will. The appeal gives 
opportunity for a little jesting on these 
familiar lines at the expense of our female 
friends. , We doubt, however, whether, in 
using the opportunity, most men will not 
lay themselves open to a damaging counter- 
attack. How would they regard an appeal 
tg them to reduce, say by one-half, their 
consumption of tobacco?: The War Savings 
Committee, so far as we remember, has not 
ventured to make such an appéal. It 
will call for even greater courage on their 
part to ask men to make such a sacrifice 
than has been required to appeal to women 
to save on dress. It is a hard saying 
for us, but we are inclined to think that 
economy on tobacco is as much demanded 
by the situation as economy on frocks and 
frills.

THE MILITARY SITUATION 
AT YPRES. 

A Times correspondent, after giving a 
bird’s eye view of the salient in the British 
lines south-east of Ypres, says—One of the 
latest German claims (Berlin, June 7) is 
that “the entire plateau to the south-east 
and south of Ypres, for an extent of nearly 
three miles,” is in their possession. The 
figure is correct, for our communiqués told 
us that the fighting front rom ig from 
Bellewarde Lake to the Ypres-Comines Canal. 
The greater part of this plateau the Germans 
have held all the time, and certainly their 
watchful eyes at Bellewarde Rid Hooge, 
and Hill 60 have always made life in the 
salient unpleasant. If the Germans have 
moved forward three hundred .or four 
hundred yards, it has been, generally speak- 
ing, down into the valleys. Our central spur 
is no further commanded than it ever was. 
It is no nearer the German guns, and stray 
bullets have always played across it from the 
north, east, and south. So it is no un- 
healthier than usual. The salient is un 
fortunately a little narrower, and it was 
narrow already. Hooge has been taken, 
though from all accounts the Bellewarde 
stream marks at most the enemy’s furthest 
advance. 

If further reverses are suffered the British 
line will have to be straightened. By doing 
so it would be strengthened, and, in many 
people’s opinion, it should have been done 
so voluntarily over a year ago, when the 
salient became uncomfortably narrow. Í 
preliminary straightening might be on a line 
running through Zillebeke or thereabouts. 
though this would still leave Hill 60 on our 
flank. A bigger adjustment would lead us 


back to the neighbourhood of the Ypres-St. 


Eloi road. In either case Ypres would remain 
inviolate, only a sentimental asset, perhaps. 


THE FIGHT FOR YPRES 
SALIENT. 


The Press Association Special Correspondent 
at the British Headquarters writes on June 
10th :— 

In my previous despatch relating to the 
opening of the heavy German attack upon the 
Cavadian front in the Ypres salient, I referred 
to the indomitable galiantry shown by the 
troops—that same species of gallantry which, 
in the first gas attack during the second battle 
of Ypres, practically saved our line from 
being broken. It was during the second day 
of the recent fighting—namely, on Saturday 
week last—that this splendid smrit found the 
fullest opportunity of ‘manifesting itself. Dur- 
ing the intense sustained bombardment of the 
preceding day the Canadians had little chance 
to dowanything but stick to their rapidly- 
crumbling positions. How gallantly they did 
this I have already related, but the most 
sublime human courage is of little avail 
against a prolonged hurricane of high ex- 
plosive shells, and the glorious epitaph upon 
many of the heroes who met that opening on- 
slaught is that they remained true till death. 

On the second day, however, the Canadians 
got their chance, and brilliantly did they take 
advantage of it. Although, gauged by the 
standard of pure military objective, the 
counter-attack of June 3rd did not attain and 
maintain quite all that was designed, it was 
worthy of the grand traditions which this war 
has already conferred upon the sons of the 
Maple Leaf. 

he fact that I am precluded from naming 
individual units is perhaps not wholly a 
disadvantage over these conditions, for it is 
bound to trench upon the invidious to 
praise some where all did so well. The 
outstanding feature of personal superiority 
over the Germans was the extraordinary 
quality of initiative displayed. If a Boche 
leader is killed, the rest of his machine- 
trained party is at a loss. One of the Ger. 
mans hais concerned in the deíence of 
the Canadian positions told me nothing im 
pressed him more than the wonderful auto 
matic manner in which the subordinates 
assume responsibility as their seniors dropped 
out. Counter-attacks never paused for want 
of leadership. ‘Carry on’’ was the well- 
understood doctrine throughout. —

_ Yesterday's Petrograd communiqué :— 

Western Front.—In consequence of storms 
in the south there was a temporary break- 
down last night in telegraphic communication. 
Transmission of news was hindered, and in- 
telligence regarding the operations of our 
Army is somewhat limited, but reports which 
are to hand show that the offensive of troops 
under Genera] Brussiloff continued yesterday. 
In many sectors of the front we continue to 
pursue the defeated enemy. At some points 
we are delivering fierce attacks on the enemy, 
who is launching desperate counter-attacks. 

The number of prisoners taken has increased 
to 1,700 officers and 113,000 men. 

The following details regarding the fighting 
have been received :—During the action near 
Rojitschie, mentioned yésterday, one of our 
recently-formed units captured 18 German 
officers, 1,185 German soldiers, 26 Austrian 
officers, and 742 Austrian soldiers, as com- 
pared with the round figure of 2,000 given 
yesterday. 

South of Lutsk, on the Ivka front, the 
enemy beat a hasty retreat, our troops press- 
ing closely on his heels.

South of 
the village of Kochany enemy parties suc- 
ceeded in penetrating a wood west of Kochany, 
but under fire of our artillery and over- 
whelmed with. hand grenades they had to 
evacuate the greater part of the sector of the 
wood which they had occupied. On the banks 
of the Yasselda we repulsed by our fire an 
enemy offensive. 

Yesterday's Vienna communiqué :— 

Russian Theatre of War.—In the north-east 
of the Bukowina our forces successfully dis- 
engaged themselves from the enemy under 
heavy rearguard fighting. Enemy forces pro- 
ceeding from Buczacz in a north-westerly 
direction were repulsed by counter-attacks of 
German and Austro-Hungarian regiments, in 
which 1,300 Russians remained in our hand. 
A strong Russian attack on a height east of 
Wisniewizy was repelled by our artillery fire. 
East of Kozlow our scouting parties captured 
a Russian advanced post. The positions near 
Warebiowka, which have several times been 
referred to, have changed hands repeatedly. 
On +h Ikwa and in Volhynia yesterday was 
comparatively calm. West’ of Kolki our 
troops repulsed a Russian attempt cross.

Robertson, of the Chief Crown Solicitor's 
Office}. 

Major-General Lord Cheylesmore, K.C.V.O., 

resided over the Court, and Mr. Kenneth 
farshall was Judge Advocate. 

PROSECUTOR'S STATEMENT. 

Major Kimber stated the facts of the case 
for the prosecution. On the evening of April 
28th, in the week of the rebellion, Colonel 
Williams, who was in charge of the military 
in the area in which Guinness’s Brewery Is 
situate, ordered Captain McNamara, of the 
Dublin Fusiliers, to place a guard in the 
malthouse; which is at the south-western 
corner of the premises. Captain McNamara 
went there, with Quartermaster-Sergeant 
Flood (the accused) and nine men. It was a 
pitch dark night, and that was a matter to be 
recollected. The orders which Colonel Wil- 
liams gave to Captain McNamara were that 
he was not to return the snipers’ shots, and 
not to fire at all unless there were attempts 
made to enter the brewery. At 11 o'clock 
that night Captain Rotheram was ordered by 
Colonel Williams to take down Second Lieu- 
tenant Lucas (who was subsequently — to 
the brewery, in order to relieve ig 
McNamara. Mr. Lucas belonged to Am 
Edward’s Horse, and at that time officers ha 
been reportingsall over Dublin, and had been 
sent to different jobs. The guard in the malt- 
house belonged to the Royal Dublin Fusiliers, 
and, of course, Mr. Lucas was unknown to 
the company quartermaster-sergeant or ay Fo 
the guard. Captain Rotherem took with him 
extra men, and when he left Mr. Lucas the 
guard numbered fifteen men. They were put 
out at different sentry posts in the building, 
and the orders which Colonel Williams had 
given to Captain McNamara were repeated to 
Mr. Lucas in the presence of the accused, and, 
in addition to that, Captain McNamara said it 
was inadvisable to open any of the windows, 
but if it was necessary to fire it would be 
better to fire through the windows rather than 
open them and attract the attention of the 
rebels. He also told the accused that Mr. 
Lucas was relieving him. The official who 
acted as guide told the guard that there was 
no one in the building except three watchmen, 
who, when they went their rounds, carried 
lights. It seemed that lights were seen by 
several of the guard during the evening from, 
the houses round, and from the direction of 
the adjacent distillery. It was feared that 
the rebels might make an attack on the 
brewery from two directions, so that lights 
would cause considerable suspicion, as they 


might be regarded as. signals. At any rate, 

whatever it was, the guard got into a state of

jumpiness, and the conseguence was that 


when Lieutenant Lucas went round with Mr. 
Rice, one of the brewery officials, the sentries | 
on several occasions got the idea that he was 
a stranger who had no business there. The | 
conversations he had with them were misin- | 
terpreted, and they came to a conclusion | 
which was utterly false, and, unfortunately, )t | 
was shared by the accused. Lieutenant Lucas 
opened a window. The men knew that orders 
had been given that the windows were not to 
be opened. It looked very suspicious. The 
state of mind into which accused had got at 
that time led him to arrest Lieutenant Lucas 
and Mr. Rice, who were subsequently shot, 
The officer, before being shot, asked permis- 
sion to say his prayers, and, having done so, 
he said he was sorry, but “ the boys led him 
into if.” Soon afterwards another officer was 
coming down the staircase. He was chal- 
lenged and searched, and rushed at the ser- 
geant, knocking han down. The men of the 
guard fired, and the second officer, Lieutenant 
Worswick, was killed, and also a civilian who 
was with him named Dockeray, an employe of 
the brewery. 

Captain Charles McNamara, 5th R.D.F., ex- 
amined, said that on the 28th April last he 
was in Dablin; he had been ordered by 
Colonel Kennard to take fifteen men to Guin- 
ness's Brewery. He did so, and he put nine 
men with the accused to guard the malthouse 
in Robert street. His orders were te occupy 
the building, and not to answer any snipers 
by firing, unless actually attacked by 
the rebels; not to open the windows, and 
to hold the place during the night. The rebels 
occupied some of the houses all round and ín | 
front. He was told that the only officials of | 
the brewery that would be on the premises | 
were three watchmen, and that they would | 
have lamps. That was known to the accused, | 
who heard the instruction and the orders. 
He encountered no firing and saw no lights 
while he was there. At 11 o'clock Captain 
Rotheram came to him, bringing with him 
Lieut, Lucas and seven men, They were con- 
ducted by a guide. He handed over com- 
mand to Lieut. Lucas, and told him what his 
orders were. He told him that he was not to 
open the winddéws lest the Sinn Feiners might 
hear, and thereby might become aware that 
the brewery was occupied. He also told 
Lieut. Lucas that in view of the difficulty of 
getting away in daylight he had better get 
out of the building about dawn. All the orders 
that were transmitted to Lieut. Lucas were 
heard by Quartermaster-Sergeant Flood. It 
was a pitch-dark night, and it was possible 
that Flood may not have seen what Lucas’s 
rank was. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Hanna—They had 
been at Dublin Castle before they came to the 
brewery.

The 
President of the Board of Agriculture 
in England, when questioned on the subject, 
stated that he could not interfere, as it was 
a matter for the Department of Agriculture in 
Ireland. 
COMPARISON OF PRICES. 

Information was also sought as to the com- 
parative market prices of last week and those 
of the correspondi g week of 1915. We have 
examined a trader's market book, and find 
that in 1915 three lots of beef cattle were pur- 
chased at 97s, 6d., 958. 6d., and 90s. 6d. per 
cwt, dead weight. Last week two lots of the 
same class of animals were bonght at 119s. 
and 120s. per cwt. dead weight. Sheep in 
the same week last year cost 10d. per lb. 
dead weight, as compared with 1s. 2d. per Jb. 
last week. These prices mean large profits 
to the breeders, but the butcher has to dis- 
charge many other expenses before he can 
recoup his outlay from the public. 


It may also be interesting to compare the 
retail prices at present charged in London and

SUGGESTED 
The general opinion of traders and others 
seems to be that the first step in any pro- 
posed remedy is, in the interests of the poor, 
to fix the maximum price of tinned meat. It 


is now 104d. per 12-ozs. for what is known as 
a “one po tin.” It is a wholesome food, 
the supply is abundant, and the high cost 
of fresh meat has brought about a largely in- | 
creased consumption, especially amongst the | 
poorer portion of the community. There | 
should be ne more difficulty in doing this than | 
there was in regard to the sugar industry. 
The suggested restriction of the sale of meat 
has brought forth various views. The pro- 
posed closing of butchers’ shops on two! 
days each week is almost  unani- 
mously ridiculed, as it would only mean 
that the poor would be penalised, and the 
well-to-do consumer would not be affected to 
any appreciable degree. Other suggestions 
made ave for a general closing down of the 
whole cattle trade, both in market and shép, 
for periods varying from a week each mon 
to a whole month. Manton Association 


has proposed that the Government should be 
asked to prohibit for fourteen days the 
slaughter of all food animals in the United 
Kingdom. The Dublin Association has sug- 
gested the closing of butchers’ shops for the 
month of Wuly. An alternative suggestion, 
which seems to be meeting with general 
epproval, is that jhe whole trade should be 
closed down every alternate week during the 
months of July and August. This course, it 
is urged, woul@ conserve the supply of live 
stock, and would not entail much inconveni- 
ence on the public. For hospitals and other 
institations, w a certain continuous supply 
must be maintained, regulations could be 
made by which a limite? number of cattle 
would be killed and distributed under super- 
vision. 

Another suggestion ig that the Government 
should limit the number of cattle to be sold 
in the markets, but it was pointed out that 
this would mean still higher prices, as the 
law of supply and demand would at once 
operate. From whatever point of view the 
matter is regarded difficulties will have to be 
overgome luefore a satisfactory solution is 
arrived at.
